All you know now is 
that a truce m ay turn out well for 
this country or m ay be the starting 
point of a

successes and Am erican disasters. 


Vague Hope For Future 


A truce stops the killing—tem po­ 
rarily, 
anyw ay. 
Increased 
war 
against China might lead to world 
war, or so it seem s now 
It cer­ 
tainly would cost more in men 
and resources. 
So the two m ain reasons for a 
cease-fire are an end to the killing 
and a vague hope for the future. 
The Eisenhower and Trum an ad­ 
m inistrations were both willing to 
take a chance on it. 
There w ere som e practical con­ 
siderations, as well as the m oral 
compulsion to save lives, in seek­ 
ing a truce and, in the respite 
following, to seek peaceful solu- 
tfbns of world problems. 
It is out of such a m oral res­ 
ervoir—a conviction that they had 
taken every reasonable and hu­ 
mane course to avoid w ar—that 
the 
Am erican 
people 
can 
find 
strength and fury for a big war 
if it com es. 


Tragic Mistake? 


There is a grim possibility, of 
course, that, through Com munist 
expansion short 
of 
w ar 
and 
a 
breakup in the alliances between 
the United States and its friends, 
this country m ight never again be 
as strong as it is now for waging 
world war. 
Should history show this truce 
was a tragic m istake by the Eisen­

There is already 
pessim ism in this country about 
the value of the truce.

W ASHINGTON (/Pi — W hat did 
the K orean W ar cost the United 
States? 
More than 22.000 dead on the 
battlefield, part of a 140,000 cas­ 
ualty total. 
More than 15 billion dollars to 
help pay for over 1,125.000 tons of 
artillery am m unition; over 1.800,- 
000,000 bullets and grenades; 800 
tanks and 40.000 trucks used up 
in battle: m ore than tw o m illion 
shells for naval guns; hundreds of 
thousands of tons of bombs. 
It triggered a general rearm a­ 
m ent program for which the gov­ 
ernm ent has spent to date 
over 
101 billion dollars. 
On the day the w ar started— 
Ju n e 25, 1950— the United States 
had under arm s 1.460.000 men in 
the Arm y, Navy, M arines ani* Air 
Force. 
Less thfcn half a dozen 
Arm y divisions w’ere m anned and 
equipped to a point w here they 
w ere ready for battle.

N E W Y O U K i f 
Copper m ay 
be one of the first commodities to 
feel the downward price pull of 
the Korean truce 
That 
is 
because users of the 
metal expect m ilitary demand to 
become less pressing in the months 
ahead, and the urge of the govern­ 
ment to stockpile copper to lose 
considerable of its edge. 
Chile 
has oh 
its 
hand* 
large 
stocks of unsold, and presently un­ 
saleable copper — at the price it 
want*. Chile would like to move 
this copper into Uncle Sam ’s stock j 
pile. Since »Chile’* asking price is 
a g(X)d five cents above the world 
price, the United States isn’t show-! 
ing 
much 
interest. 
The 
Korean 
truce 
will 
weaken 
further 
any 
pressing immediate need to buy 
the copper. 
Building Demand* Ea»e 
Copper users aren’t looking for 


a n y 
big drop right away in the 
present world price of 30 cents a 
pound. But m any of them think it 
is bound to turn down, now that 
fewer shells are being expended. 
They are. therefore, cutting back a 
little on their forward ordering and 
showing little interest in building 
up their inventories of the metal. 
The construction industry is still 
using large amounts of copper — I 
and showing few signs at present j 
of slowing down. But if. as many 
believe, 
consumer 
demand 
for 
goods will start leveling off now', 
the building of new plants and the 
buying of new machinery m ay top 
out soon. Tile demands for metal 
will level off, too. 
If auto production slackens by 
the end of the year, that too would 
cut demand for copper. 
Good Backlog* 
This is the thinking, al any rate, 
of many copper users. They plan 
to go a little more cautiously in 


their advance ordering, while wait­ 
ing the price drop they expect by 
fall 
Copper and bras* mills still have 
g<*»d backlogs of orders, however 
Chile's unsold copper has piled 
up to around 65.000 tons This cop­ 
per is produced at mines owned 
by two Am erican companies. Ana­ 
conda and Kennecott They get on­ 
ly part of that asking price. The 
Chilean government keeps a siz­ 
able slice of it for itself. Chile, 
moreover, is talking about taking 
over all copper mining in the coun­ 
try 
Diplomatic relations of this coun­ 
try and Chile plav a large part, 
therefore, in determining what the 
United States does about Chilean 
copper.

The boys have been placed on the ineli­ 
gibility list by Charles E. Forsythe, state 
high school athletic director. Forsythe had 
no alternative because he does not possess 
authority to consider extenuating circum­ 
stances in such cases. That is the preroga­ 
tive of the executive committee. It is hoped 
to arrange for consideration of the case by 
tile committee prior to the opening of the 
high school football season in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
The facts in the case are as follows: 
The boys were advised in public notices 
that the tournam ent was being conducted 
in accordance 
with 
regulations 
of 
the 
MHSAA and that their high school athletic 
edibility would not be Impaired. 
Unfor­ 
tunately. it was misguided advice but that 
was not the fault of the youngsters. The 
boys were offered and they accepted m er­ 
chandise awards, articles of wearing ap­ 
parel valued at a couple dollars each. 
Later when it came to the attention of 
one of the boys who had received a m erch­ 
andise gift that his eligibility may be im ­ 
paired 
thereby, 
he 
promptly 
contacted 
school officials. The tournament sponsors 
also were advised of the 
impropriety 
of 
merchandise awards and the articles* p re­ 
sented 
as 
prizes 
to 
these 
boys 
w ere 
promptly returned. 
The case was presented to the state di­ 
rector of athletics, the proper procedure in 
such circumstances, and the director ruled 
that a strict interpretation of the regula­ 
tions made necessary the 
placing 
of 
the 
boys on the ineligibility list, subject to a 
review of the case by the executive com­ 
mittee. 


The salient point in the case is that the 
boys themselves were not guilty ot w rong­ 
doing. They acted in good faith in every 
step of the developments— first, in accept­ 
ing the 
merchandize 
with 
assurance 
it 
would not jeopardize their eligibility; sec­ 
ond, in returning it volunartily; and third, 
in reporting the situation to 
proper 
au ­ 
thorities. 
These facts show conclusively that the 
boys involved possess respect for author­ 
ity, not disdain. 
In the interests of justice, and in fair­ 
ness to the boys, the executive committee 
should restore their eligibility before the 
football season arrives. •

NEW YORK DOG FIGHT 
The political cat 
dog fight over New 
York City politics may seem far removed 
from the rest of the nation. But since New 
York state usually dominates the choice of 
presidential nominees, the battle for mayor 
of New York may have important reper­ 
cussions on who is elected President of the 
United States in 1956. 
Two backstage battles are under 
way, 
one of them bitter in the extreme. 
The Republican battle, not so bitter, has 
featured some secret wire-pulling between 
Governor Dewoy and his 
onetime 
close 
friend. Sen. Irving Ives. Ives has now be­ 
come the most popular Republican in New 
York state, and wants Dewey to quit next 
year so Ives car^ become governor. Dewey, 
on the other hand, is determined to stay 
on, wants to control New York’s powerful 
delegation to the next Republican conven­ 
tion, so as to take a third and last try at 
the presidency when Eisenhower bows out 
—as is expected.

What the race for mayor 
of

York 
boils down to is a battle between Jim F ar­ 
ley and Roosevelt New Dealers to control 
the next nominee as governor of New York 
and the New York delegation to the next 
presidential convention. 
Big Jim, who has warted to control New 
York politics since he bolted Roosevelt, is 
back-stage campaign manager for Mayor 
Impellitteri. If he re-elects Impellitteri, he 
plans to block either Franklin D. Roosevelt 
or Averell Harrim an as the next governor 
of New York and put up his own man in­ 
stead. That man could be Jim, himself. 
Arrayed against him are the remnants 
of the old Roosevelt New' Dealers, boss Ed 
Flynn ol the Bronx, and Carmen Disapio, 
head of rejuvenated Tammany Hall. 
In an 'effort to block Earley and Mayor 
Impellitteri, they threw their 
weight 
to 
young Robert Wagner, son of the late .sen­ 
ator. They also favor either Harriman or 
young Roosevelt to be governor 
of

York next year. 
What this all points to Is the probability 
that Democratic bitterness and Republican 
wire-pulling will lead to a victory for the

lent chance of squeezing in between divid­ 
ed Republican and Democratic parties. 
NEW YORK C ENTRAL RR 
Without any fanfare, Robert R. Young, 
lone wolf of the railroad 
industry, 
has 
bought up 25 per cent of the New York 
Central railroad and can now almost com­ 
pletely control that organization. 
Officially the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
m ission has ruled that Young cannot con­ 
trol the New York Central. But now that 
Young’s Chesapeake & Ohio and his Alleg­ 
heny Corporation have 
quietly 
acquired 
one-quarter of New Y’ork 
Central 
stock, 
the ICC will face a tough decision. 
Significantly, the new president of the 
Central, William White, has already begun 
adopting Young’s railroading ideas, among 
them lighter passenger cars, a central res­

Stress Need For 


On-Farm Storage 


The need for additional on-farm 
storage is greater than ever this 
year, it is reported by Leonard T. 
England. Germfask. chairman of 
the Schoolcraft County PMA com­ 
mittee. 
The anticipated storage need i-s 
predicted on the June I crop re­ 
port of the Michigan Cooperative 
Crop Reporting Service which in­ 
dicated a production of 39,379.000 
bushels of 1953 crop winter wheat, 
England said. 
The PMA chairman said con­ 
siderable concern is being shown 
by warehousemen and officials of 
the Department of Agriculture in 
regard to the storage and handling 
of this large crop. Commercial 
storage warehousemen in 
many 
localities admit they have 
never 
geen able to store all the 
grain 
which producers wish to deliver at 
harvest time, he pointed out. 
Producers 
having 
1953 
crop 
wheat and 
oats 
which 
will be 
harvested within 
the 
next 
few 
weeks were reminded by England 


that in order to avail themselves 
of the price support program it 
may be necessary for 
them 
to 
store the grain on the farm. 
Producers also were reminded 
that if immediate funds are not 
available for the purchase of gran­ 
aries or grain 
bins, 
acceptable 
storage structures may be financ­ 
ed up to 80 per cent of total cost 
through a government loan 
pro­ 
gram. 
These loans may be financed for 
four years, payable in annual in­ 
stallments at four per cent. Pro­ 
ducers interested in this type of 
loan should contact the local PMA 
office. 159 River St., Manistique, 
without further delay. 
England has cautioned produc­ 
ers to study the current 
market 
price as compared with the cur­ 
rent support price for 
the 
1953 
crop wheat. The current spread 
between 
market 
and 
support 
prices will nearly pay the cost of

Act Explained

WASHINGTON (CQi—The 
ex­ 
cess pf of its tax, which the Eisen­ 
hower Administration has held to 
be a necessary evil for six months 
more, is one of the most contro­ 
versial and little known 
of 
our 
federal levies. Here are its basic 
facts: 
Who pays it—Less than 12 per 
cent of the nation’s 424.000 corpor­ 
ations with taxable income. 
How much money would be rais­ 
ed by a 
six-months 
extension— 
About $800 million would be add­ 
ed to the governm ent's till in fis­ 
cal 1954. 
How do corporations 
compute 
the tax—They 
figure 
earnings 
during 1946 through 1949 and Re­ 
port average earnings during the 
three most profitable years of that 
stretch. Eighty-three per cent of 
that average is “ normal profit' 
Congress decided. 
Earnings over 
that am ount are liable to the ex­ 
cess profits tax of 30 
per 
cent. 
This is on top of regular corporate 
income taxes. 
What is the purpose of the E P I 
—It was designed to limit the pro­ 
fits of businesses involved in de­ 
fense work. 
What percentage of corporation 
tax receipts comes from the EFT 
—The Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee estim ated $2 billion out of 
a 
total take of $23 billion in corpor­ 
ate taxes come from the excess 
profits levy. T hat’s about 8 7 per 
cent. 
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About 16 per cent of the ea rth ’s 
land surface is in the continent of 
North America.

Eight years could be considered 
a long time to build a house. But 
the Mortons are both victims of 
infantile paralysis. 
Morton, stricken with polio at 
*he age of 13 months, devised a 
special steel cart to enable him to 
movi around during the construc­ 
tion. 
His wife, 
a 
polio victim 
aine* she was 
four, 
relied 
on 
bracae. 
The cart enables Morton to raise 
his body to difficult places where 
hie 
l e g s. encum bered by 
steel 
braces, could not go. 
The house, started in 1945. has a 
living room, three 
bedrooms, 
a 


kitchen, a bath, and a garage. 
Friends helped Morton in 
the 
rough work. But Morton and his 
wife had their hands in on every 
phase of construction. 
The going was never easy. It 
was doubly h a r d last May when 
M orton’s elder son, 
Clifford, 
9, 
cam e down with rheum atic fever. 
In addition to his regular job and 
the house building, the 
Mortons 
found tim e to visit their son in the 
hospital. Often the two worked un­ 
til 1:30 a. rn. to make progress on 
the house. 
The Mortons have two other chil­ 
dren. Kenneth. 7. and Linda, 3. 
Morton had no previous building 
experience. He learned by 
doing 
and by consulting an occasional 
textbook.
